We ark again—ts China's backward pealtlon 
cared by theirerltab.e con fic’ of these two most 


powerful and civilised races on the planet, and’ 


particularty caused by China baving toa certaln 
extent followed. what from her point of view In 
an inferlor civilisation to what she bad before ? 
Most asscredly not. If tna decision of the 
comparative valac ofthe two civilisations were 
left to the two ooprsing theorles of clvilisation {t 
would onty result In bitter and endless disputation. 
Happlly tine ls now rapidly declding between 
the two disputants, The‘careful com varison of 
the products of each clvilfaation in detall clearly 
shows, and each day more clearly, which is the 
better In practice whatever thelr theories may 
be. As soon ss the two races were at Nheny to 
make {ree exchanges, io commerce for Instance, 
ft turned out that the Chinese people rapldiy 
bought cotton and woollen m=nfactures, matches, 
Iron, steel, lamps, sugar, tifles, guna, steamers, 
otc. Lately they also appreciate foreign banks, 
foreign coins, telegraphs and raflways. Nor is 
It, the ignorant common ptople alone who 
ap:reciate these. When the present Emperor 
was about to assame the teins of government, 
caravans of huge Peklog barrows were filled with 
plate-giass, plant for electric light, and otber 
foreign produce of western clvillsation to adoro 
his palace, Even last mooth we have wilnessed 
the choicest presents of the Nankiog Viceroy and 
Shanghal mandarlns to the Empress Dowager 
on ber Goth birthday, and t!ey were furniture fn 
forelgn style! Whoever now hears of a man- 
darin msking long journeys In a chalr, a cart, or 
a junk {f be can get the trala or a steamer? On 
the other hand, the white man 1s equally free to 
buy Chinese manufactures, but’ he never does 

buv or use any of them from cholce ‘except as 

carlos; nor is he likely to do so as ‘long as the 

Chinese are so backward that the beat wheeled 

vehicle to ke found {n all the southern part of 

the empire is a barrow! Thus we find the 

Chinese themselyce declaring the superlority of 

the products of the white man's civilisation, 

Nor fs it {n material and mechanical arts only 
that they declare the ‘superiority of the whlte 
man. Take politics which Is one of the strong 
pointe of Chinese civi'lsatlon. Ask whlch race 
gives the better protectloa to Its subjects, whlch 
gives the grealer amount cf comfort to the poor, 
greater liberty to Its subject ; which gives the 
better education so ax to develop the foll man 
ae well as the resources of nature throughout the 
whole world. Those staying at home and who 
never study the condition of other natlons have 


-no means of comparison, But as fast as Intelligent 


Chinamen do have meave of comparison they 
also declare {0 favour of that of the white race, 
For the large majority of those who have 
studied these questions abroad are in favour of 
polltical refo ma of all kinds, - International Law 
they adopt wholesale; they know that while 
foreign goveroments have heavier taxes than 
China still they do more for the’ people so thelr 
people get richer each year while China gets 
poorer, They know that while China professes 
to have no slaves, still the highest Manchu signs 
himself a slave when addressing the Emperor 
and no milliovafre dare call bis wealth hit own 
nor the highest maodario call his person bis 
own, The vast empire with everything in tt 
and on {t are the Emperor's alone. Anything 
porsessed a6 personal f.eed.m or personal’ 
propeity Is entltely by pure grace of the Emperor, 
Not any soul besides bim has any rights. As 
for those who dared to emigrate abroad to 
insprove thelr fortunes they were Mable to have 
all thelr property confiscated on their return, 
till last’ year, And who changed this law 7 
One who had been abroad and studied Low the 
white man managed such cases—the late 
Chinese Minister to Zog'and, France, and Italy, 
Ae to those who stay at home, the white 
natlon count thelr poor by the vtens” of 
thousands ; China counts hers by the millions, 
The whitesarconly hard pinched The Chinese 
starve outright, Thirty years ago the greatest 
Chinese statesman opposed Industrial refarms 
lest the poor be thrown out of employment, 
Now the leading statesmen {0 China are begin- 
ning to find out that the way of the white man 
is better, so they are introducing industries to 
give employment to the poor and to give cheaper 
focd and clothing to aff the poor, The white 
natlons treat thelr poor as men and give a 
cbance to all to prosper by teaching them all to 
read‘and wilte, The yellow race brs reduced 
‘gn enormous amount of its poor to mere beasts 
‘of borden who can no more read than thelr yoke- 
fellows the donkey or the ox! Only give the 
Chinamen freedom to choose between the two 
awith a fall knowledge of the two states and the 
unanimous yota would be one way, for lt {a so 
wherever tried. 

The same te true of relighon. The greatest 
rebellion of the present dynasty chosen part of 
the religion of the white man, and that not the 
better part of it, as cuperlor to what the Chinese 
had before. Mandarins ignerant of the bistory 
of the world immediately concladed, that to be « 
Christian was equivalent to belog a rebel, not 
owing that the most powerfa! nations on earth 
are all Christians, and forgetting that it was those 
who followed the true and bigher teligion of 
the white man who sect a Christian. officer, 
Colonel Gordon, to help the Chinese government 
to put down the rebellion, To this day most 
of. he Chinese mandarins are not enlightened 
upon this subject, therefore they are bitterly 
opposed to the progress cf Christianity, Yet Ia 
spite pf this constant persecucton, periodically 
pushed as fay us the government dares, the 
number of Christians increase rapidly, so that 
there are now over 600,000 of them. [if thi be 
$0 {n spite of opposition, how many more would 
declore themselves-tho followers of the white 
men's religion If they were {ree todo so, especially 
as the keynote of Confucianism is suthority 
whilst shat of Christlantty fs sslvation from 
soffering and oppression. In fact [otelllgent 
Chlnamen ko w thet ‘the white man governs 
eighty per cent. of the land of the world and 
actually governs slxty-three per coat. of the 
inhabitentr, besides baving so powerful ao 
{ofluence over ail nations that they gladly learn 
of bim more and more every year, So wa sce 
thet fo detail even the yollow man himself 
confesses seadily, whenever free to do #0, thatin 
spits of certele' Grapbacks, the white man's 

villsation is far euperior apd must be adopted 
H Chinon ever hopes to hold 's very bigh place 
among the cations. Who, theo, fs to blame that 
Chind fs not in that position today I—WV.

conld hastily pick up, The alarm soon spread, 
but nothing within the Hmited resources of the 
Chinese could arrest the progress of the devouring 
element, assisted, as it was, by a strong breeze 
from the south-east sweepiig over ‘that 
clevated part of the city exposed to the fire. 
Houso after house succumbed to the flames, 
which qulck’y spread over such @ great aren 
that, at one time, all ope of saving the city was 
abandoned, The’Taotal and bis immediate 
staff, together with many other officials, were 
on the spot, and did thelr utmost, orged by 
a strong feeling of personal responsibility, fn 
encouraging the workers, and giving ofdera 
astothe best way of arresting the progress of 
the fire, but everyone who has remarked the 
behaviour of the Chinese in tlmes of panic— 
how each one 'glv:s orders in a loud volce 
to which no once fpays the slightest atten 
tlon—will understand that a great deal cannot 
be done by a: disorganised rabble, however 
good thelr intentions, At rr o'cleck nearly the 
whole of the south-eastern protion of the city 
was amass of flames, which shot roaring Into 
the sky, casting « baleful glare that could be 
seen for miles around, -The camber of pzrsons 
surprised by the flames was not x9 great ae it 
would have been bad the fire occurred later In 
the night, when many bundreds would probably 
have perished, but several Casualtles arereported, 
among them being that of a man who refused 
to leave a box of sycee too heavy for him lo 
carry, and perished rather than leave bis money,
